There I found five 
or ſix as agreeable women as I have ſeen in the 
kingdom: and I know not when I have ſpent tws 
or three hours with greater ſatisfaftion, In the 
morning, I was going to preach in the Aſſembly, 
Room, when the Epiſcopal Miniſter ſent and of- 
fered me the uſe of his chapel, It was quickly 
filled. After reading prayers, I preached on thoſe 
words in the ſecond Leſſon, (What lack I yet?”

Monday #7, I paid a viſit to St. Andrew's, once 
the largeſt city in the kingdom, It was eight times 
as large as it 1s now, and a place of very great 
trade, But the Sea ruſhing from the North-Eaſt,

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gether: in conſequence of which, whole ſtreets. 
(that were) are now meadows and gardens, Thice

ave exceeded York Minſter, and to have at leaſt 
equalled any Cathedral in England. Another 
Church, afterwards uſed in its ſtead, bears date 
1124. A ſteeple ſtanding near the Cathedral, is 
thought 10 have ſtood thirteen * years, 
What is left of St, Leonard's College, is only a 
heap of twins, Two Colleges remain. One of 
them has a tolerable ſquare, but all the windows are 
broke, like thole of a brothel, We were informed, 
« The Students do this, before they leave the Col- 
lege.“ Where are their bleſſed Governors in the 
mean time? Are they all faſt aſleep ? The other 
College is a mean building, but has a handſome. 
Library newly- eretted. In thé two Colleges we 
learned, were about ſeventy Students, near the 
ſome number as at Old Aberdeen. [Thoſe at New 
Aberdeen, are not more numerous: neither thoſe 
at Glaſgow. In Edinburgh, 1 ſuppoſe, there are a 
hundred, So four Univerities contain three hun- 
dred end ten Students! Theſe all come to their 
ſeveral Colleges in- November, and return home 
in May ! So they may ſtudy five. months in the 
year, and lounge all the reſt! O where was the 
common ſenſe of thoſe who inſtituted ſuch Col- 
leges ! In the Engliſh Colleges, every one may te- 
fide all the year, 2s all my pupils did. And I 
ſhould have thought myſelf lit e better than a 
highwayman, if I had not leQured them every 
bs HR year, but Sundays, |

theſe evidently bear the mark of fire, being burnt

In the evening I ſaw a pleaſing fight» A few 
days ago a young gentlewoman, without the know⸗- 
ws ak of her relations, entered into the Society:

A little before the time of preaching the rain ceaſed,

upoſely educated poor Mr, C—, the laſt of the

About twelve I preached at Kirkhubly : thence 
we went to Port-a-ferry, and found, a ready paſſage 
to Strangford. I ſtood on the point of a rock, 
which projected into a large circular cavity, that 
contained in the hollow, and round the edge of 
it, all the multitude who flocked together, 1 Poke 
longer than I uſed to do; and was no more weary 
when I had done, than I was at fix in the morn- 
ing. After ſervice we went to Downpatrick, where

ormed, it was once abundantly larger than it is

Sat. 20. I travelled through a delightful country 
to Charlemont, where. Capt. Tottenham was the 
commanding officer. We lodged with him in the 


Caſtle, which flands on an eminence, and com- 


mands the country on all fides. A tent was ſet up 
in the Caſtle-Yard, where all the ſoldiers were 
drawn. up at eleven, with abundance of people 
from many miles round, who were all attention, 
In the evening their number was conſiderably en- 
larged ; but ſtill all heard as for life. | | 

— 21. I preached at nine in the Avenue at 
Armagh, to a large and ſerious congregation, It 
Was increaſed four-fold at ſix in the evening; but 
many were there who behaved as if they had been 
in 2 bear-garden.

Monday 23. I took a walk to the Primate's, and 
went through the houſe, and all the improvements. 
The houſe is neat and handſome, but not magnifi- 
cent; and is elegantly, but not ſplendidly furniſh- 
ed. The domain is beautifully laid out in meadow- 

round, ſprinkled with trees; on one fide of which 
is a long hill covered with a ſhrubbery, cut into 
ſerpentine walks. On each fide of the ſhrubbery 
is a ſtrait walk, commanding a beautiful proſpect. 
Since this Primate came, the town wears another 
face : he has repaired and beautified the Cathedral, 
built a row of neat houſes for the ns by 
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erected a public Library, and an' Infirmary, pro- 
cured the Free-School to be rebuilt of the ſize of a 
little college, and a-new-built Horſe-Barrack, toge- 
ther with a conſiderable number of convenient and 
handſome houſes; fo that Armagh is at length riſing 
out of its ruins into a large and populous city, | So 
much good may any man of a large fortune do, if he 
lays it out to the beſt advantage!!! i 
- Tueſday 2g. I went on to Tandrogar, one of the 
pleaſanteſt towns in Ireland: as it was a fair, calm 
evening, I deſigned to preach in the avenue to the 
Caſtle; but being deſired to preach in the Court- 


 \Yard, I took my place under a tall, ſpreading tree, 


in the midſt of a numerous congregation, who were 
ſtill as night: there could not be deviſed a more 
ping ſcene; the clear ſky, the ſetting-ſun, the 
urrounding woods, the plain unaffected people, 
were juſt ſuitable to the ſubjeft, „My yoke is caſy, 
and my burden is light.“ 
Wed. 24. For exactly two months, we have had 
only two days without rain. In the evening 1 
preached in the ſame lovely place: I dined, ſup- 
d, and lodged at Dr. Leſly's, the Rector, a well- 
bred, ſenſible, and pious man. We had family- 
2 before ſupper, Which he read with admira- 
le propriety and deyotion ; and I know not that I 
have ſpent a more agreeable evening ſince I came 
into the kingdom, . 8 
Thurſday 25. I walked round Dr. Leſly's do- 
main; a pleaſanter ſpot I never ſaw: it lies on the 


top of a fruitful hill, at a ſmall diſtance: from the 


town, and commands the whole view of a lovely 
country, eaſt, weſt, north, and ſouth ; and it is 
laid out with the fineſt taſte begins. The 
ground which I at firſt took for a park I found was 

an orchard, tufted with fruit-trees; and flowerings 
ſhrubs, and ſurrounded with a cloſe, ſhady walk, 
1 ſpent another hour with the amiable family this 
morning, and it was an hour I ſhall not ſoon forget; 
but it will never return } For one, if not more of 
that lovely company, are ſince removed to Abra- 
ham's boſom!

Thurſday 25. I preached in the New Houſe 
which Mr. Fletcher has built in Madeley Wood. 
The people here exactly reſemble thoſe. at Kings- 
wood : only they are more ſimple and teachable. 
But for want of diſcipline, the immenſe pains 
which he has'taken with them has not done the 
good which might have been expected. 

I preached at Shrewſbury in the evening, and on 
Friday 26, about noon in the Aſſembly-Room at 
Broſcley, It was well we were in the ſhade; for 
the ſun ſhone as hot as it uſually does at Midſum- 
mer. We walked from thence to Coalbrook-Dale, 
and took a view of the bridge which is ſhortly to 
be thrown over the Severn, It is one arch, a hun- 
dred feet broad, fifty-two high, and eighteen wide; 
all of caſt-iron, weighing many hundred tons. I 
doubt whether the Coloſſus of Rhodes wejghed

7 5 4, Eaſter-day, was a ſolemn 
feſtival. In the afternoon I preached at Oldham, 
to ſuch a yon ogy as I have not ſeen, ſince 1 
was in the Corniſh. Amphitheatre, And all, beſide 
a few giddy children, were ſeriouſly attentive, 


Monday g. I preached at Northwich, I uſed to 


o on from hence to Little Leigh. But fince Mr. 
Barker is gone hence, that place knows us no 
more. I cannot but wonder at the infatuation of 


men that really love and fear God, and yet leave 


great part of, if not all their ſubſtance to men that 
neither love nor fear him! Surely if I did little 


own with my money while I lived, I would, at 


eaſt, do good with it when I could live no longer.

knew. r. Joſeph S— was then unborn, and was 
for many years without God in the world, But he 


is now as zealous in the works of God, as he was 


once in the works of the Devil. While I preached

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it was a ſeaſon of ſtrong conſolation : but one young 


gentlewoman refuſed to be comforted, She follow- 


ed me into Mr, S all in tears; but would nei-

Impoſture and Fanaticiſm, till hang 
upon the ſkirts of Religion, Weak minds were 
ſeduced by the delufiens of a ſuperſtition, ſtiled Me- 
thodiſm, raiſed upon the affectation of ſuperior Sanc- 
tity, and pretentions to Divine Illumination. Many 
thouſands where infected with this Enthufiaſm, by the 
endeavours of a few, obſcure Preachers, ſuch as 
Whitefield, and the two Weſleys, who found means 
to lay the whole kingdom under contribution,” 

Poor Dr. Smollet.! Thus to tranſmit to all ſuc- 
ceeding generations a Whole heap of -notorious 
falſchoods! *©* Impofture and Fanaticiſm / Neither 
one nor the other had any ſhare in the late revival 
of ſcriptural Religion, which is no other than the 
Love of God and Man, Gratitude to our Creator, 
and Good-will to our Fellow-Creatures, Is this 
Deluſion and Superſtition { No, it is cal Wiſdom : it 
is ſolid Virtue. Does this Fanaticiſm “ hang upon 
the ſkirts of Religion P Nay, it is the very efence 
of it. Does the Doctor call this —_— Why? 
Becauſe he knows nothing about it. ho told him 
that theſe . obſcure Preachers made pretenfions to 
Divine Illumination ? How often has that filly 
calumny been refuted, to the ſatisfaction of all can- 
did men? However they “ found means to lay the 
whole kingdom under contribution.“ So does this 
frontleſs man, blind and bold, ſtumble on without 
the leaſt ſhadow of truth! | | 
. Mean time what- faith can be given to his Hif- 
tory ? What credit can any man of reaſon give, to 
any fat, upon kis Authority ?

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In travelling this week I looked over Barore 
Sv;edonborg's account of Heaven and Hell. He 
was a man of piety, of a ſtrong underſtanding, and 
moſt lively imagination. But he had a violent fever 
when he was five-and-fifty years old, which quite 


' . overturned his underſtanding. Nor did he ever re- 


cover it; but it continued “ majeſtic, though in 
ruins,” From that time he was exactly in the ſtate

His. words therefore, from that 22 were Agri 
ſomnia, the dreams of a diſordered imagination: 
juſt as authentic as © Quevedo's Viſions of Hell.“ 
Of this work in particular I muſt obſerve, that the 
doctrine contained therein, is not only quite un- 
proved, quite precarious from beginning to end, 
as depending entirely on the aſſertion of a ſingle, 
brainhck man; but that in many inſtances, it is 
contradiftory to Scripture, to Reaſon, and to itſelf, 
But over and above this, it contains many ſenti- 
ments that are eſſentially and dangerouſly wrongs 
Such is that concerning the Trinity; for he roundly 
affirms God to be only one Perſon, who was cru» 
cifed; ſo that he revives and openly aſſerts the 
long-exploded hereſy. of the Sabellians and Patri- 
paſhans : yea and that of the Anthropomorphites, 


affirming, that God conſtantly appears ip heaven in 


the form of a man. And the worſt is, he flatly af- 
firms, „None can go to heaven, who believes 
three Perſons in the Godhead: which is more 
than the moſt violent Arian or Socinian ever af- 
firmed before, 

Add to this, that his ideas of Heaven are low, 
grovelling, juſt ſuiting a Mahometan paradiſe : and 
his account of -it has a natural tendency to fink our 
conceptions, both of the glory of Heaven, and of 
the inhabitants of it ; whom he deſcribes as far in- 
ferior both in holineſs and happineſs to Gregory 
Lopez, or Monſieur De Renty. And his account 
of Hell leaves nothing n e in it. For, firſt,

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he quenches the unquenchable fire. He aſſures us 
there is no fire there: only he allows that the go- 
vernor vf it, the Devil, ſometimes orders the 
ſpirits that behave ill, to be © laid on a bed of hot 
aſhes. And, ſecondly, he informs you, that all 
the damned enjoy their favourite pleafures, He 
that delights in filth, is to have his flth ; yea, ney 


his harlot too! Now how dreadful a tendenc 
muſt this have, in ſuch an age and nation as this 
I wiſh thoſe pious men, Mr. Clowes and Clotwor- 
thy, would calmly conſider theſe things, before 
they uſher into the world any more of this mad- 
man's dreams, | 
Monday a I preached at Huddersfield, where 
there is a great revival of the work of God. Many 
have found peace with God. Sometimes ſixteen, 
eighteen, yea twenty in one day, So that the deadly 
wound they ſuffered, when their Predeſtinarian 
brethren left them, is now fully healed : and they 
are not only more lively, but more in number than

© © Tueſday 27. I ſaw a melancholy ſight indeed! 
One that ten years ago was clearly perfected in 
love, but was worried by Mr, ——, day and night, 
threaping him down, © he was in a deluſion,” 
that.at length it drove him ſtark mad. And fo he 
continues to this day, Obſerve! It was not Per- 
fection drove this man mad, but the inceſſant teiz- 
ing him with doubtful diſputations, _. 
ed. 28, I had promiſed to preach at fix in

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beautiful fronts. I was not much ſtruck with an 
thing within. There is' too much ſameneſs in a 
the great houſes I have ſeen in England : two rows 
of large, ſquare rooms, with coſtly beds, glaſſes, 
chairs, and tables. But here is a profuſion of wealth: 
every pane of glaſs, we were informed, coſt” fix 
and twenty ſhillings! One looking-glaſs coſt five. 
hundred pounds, and one bed, fix hundred pounds! 
The whole floor was juſt on the plan of Montague- 
houſe; now the Britiſh-Muſeum. The grounds 
round the houſe are pleaſant indeed, particularly 
the walks on the D and through the woods. 
But what has the owner thereof, ſave the beholding 
them with his eyes! ö : at 
Sat. May 1. I looked over the firſt volume of 
Mr, Bryant's Ancient Mythology. He ſeems to be 
a perſon of immenſe reading and indefatigable in- 
duſtry. But I have two objections to the whole 
work: 1. That his diſcoveries being built chiefly on 
etymologies, carry no- certainty in them, 2, That 
were they ever ſo certain, they are of no conſe- 
quence, For inſtance : whether Chiron was a man 
or a mountain, and whether the Cyclops were giants 
or watch-towers, are points of no manner of im-

We were ten clergymen, and ſeven 
or eight hundred communicants, Mr. Atkinſon 
defired me to preach in the afternoon, Such a con- 
gregation had been feldom ſeen there, But I preach- 
ed to a much larger in our own houſe at five: and 
I found no want of ſtrength, | ee 
Friday 7. After having viſited the intermediate 
Societies, I came to 8 and found ſome of 
the livelieſt people, in the North of England. All 
but one or two of the Society are juſtified ; great 
part of them partakers of the Great Salvation : and 
all of them ſeem to retain their firſt ſimplicity, and 
to be as teachable as little children, With: 
Sunday 9. I preached' in the market-place, and 
all the congregation behaved well, but a party of 
the Queen's Oragoons.

or March, was near ſo cold as this, | 

Wed. 12. After preaching at Cuthburton and in 
Teeſdale, I went a little out of my way to ſee one 
of the wonders of nature.

God. Thurſday g. I preached at Aberdeen, to a 
people that can feel as well as hear, Friday 4. I ſet 
out for Inverneſs, and about eight preached at In- 
verary, to a conſiderable number of plain, country 
People, juſt like thoſe we ſee in Yorkſhire, My 
Fir wat much refreſhed among them, obſerving 
| ſeveral of them in tears. Before we came to Strath- 
bogie, (now new-named ney). Mr. Bracken- 
. bury was much fatigued, So I defired him to go 
Into the chaiſe, and rode forward to Keith. 3 
Mr. Gordon, the miniſter, invited us to drink 
tea at his houſe. In the evening I went to the 
market-place. Four children, after they had ſtood 
a- while to conſider, ventured to come near me: 
- then a few men and women crept forward, till we 
had upwards of a hundred. At nine, on Sunday 
.6, I ſuppoſe they were doubled, and ſome of them 
ſeemed a little affected. I dined at Mr, Gordon's, 
who behaved in the moſt courteous and affectionate 
manner; At three I preached in the Kirk, one of 
the largeſt I have ſeen in the kingdom, but very 
ruinous, It was thoroughly filled, and God was 
there, in an uncommon manner, He ſent forth his 
voice, yea and that a mighty voice; ſo that I be- 
| lieve many of the ſtout-hearted trembled. In the 
evening I preached once more in the market-place, 
on thoſe awful words, Where the worm dieth not, 
and the fire is not quenched.”
